He  asserted  that  the  major 
opposition  to  his  plan  has  been 
the  unwillingness  of  the 
Washington  bureaucrat  to  allow 
anyone  to  tamper  with  “his” 
agency,  but  he  felt  certain  that 
major  administrative  changes 
would  soon  be  effected  at  the 
federal  level,  particularly  in  view 
of  the  forthcoming 
recommendations  of  President 
Nixon’s  advisory  council  on 
executive  reorganization. 

Moss  feels  that  the  numerous 
acts  dealing  with  the  environment 
that  Congress  has  passed  in  recent 
years  have  been  sufficiently  strong 
and  adequate  to  deal  with  the 
pollution  crisis. 


He  regrets,  though,  that  these 
programs  have  been  insufficiently 
funded  to  enable  them  to 
accomplish  their  purpose.  This  is 
due,  he  said,  to  the  imbalanced 
military-domestic  spending 
priorities  that  have  prevailed  in 
every  administration  since 
Eisenhower’s. 

During  a question-and-answer 
period  following  his  speech.  Sen. 
Moss  elaborated  on  his  proposals 
to  ease  the  current  crisis.  In 
response  to  a question  concerning 
the  relationship  of  pollution  to 
overpopulation.  Moss  advocated 
the  construction  of  cities  in 
presently  unpopulated  areas  to 
ease  present  urban  congestion  and 
some  program  of  dissemination  of 
birth  control  information  to 
eventually  bring  about  population 
stability. 

Sea  Not  Unlimited 

Dr.  James  R.  Barnes,  assistant 
professor  of  zoology,  discussed 
the  resources  of  the  sea,  stating 
that  10  per  cent  of  the  sea’s  area 
is  responsible  for  the  production 
of  90  per  cent  of  the  sea’s  food 
material.  Because  conditions  will 
not  permit  such  high  productivity 
in  the  remaining  oceanic  areas, 
Barnes  said,  it  is  erroneous  to 
think  of  the  sea  as  providing 
unlimited  resources. 

Barnes  named  overexploitation 
of  the  sea’s  resources  and  oceanic 
pollution  as  two  factors  which 
limit  the  sea’s  productivity. 

Oceanic  pollution,  said  Barnes, 
is  taking  place  for  the  most  part  in 
that  10  per  cent  of  the  sea  which 
is  most  productive.  He  warned  of 
the  ill  effects  of  industrial  wastes, 
air  pollution,  oil  spills  and 
chlorinated  hydrocarbons  such  as 
DDT. 

Barnes  also  described  certain 
successes  in  experimental  oceanic 
farming,  but  concluded  that  he 
was  “quite  pessimistic  at  the 
present  time.”

He  is 
presently  the  Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  and  his 
wife  recently  announced  her  candidacy  for  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States  from  Michigan. 

Secretary  Romney’s  Devotional  Address  will  concern  the  role  that 
the  BYU  student  should  prepare  himself  for  in  our  rapidly  changing 
world. 

At  2 p.m.  Monday  in  the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall  a special  seminar  will 
be  for  all  interested  students  and  will  feature  Mrs.  Romney.

The  water  of  Provo  River  belongs 
largely  to  irrigation  associations, 
power  companies  and  Metropolitan 
Salt  Lake  City.  No  water  by  Utah  law 
belongs  to  the  river  itself. 

Alert  river  watchers  discovered 
thousands  of  dead  and  dying  trout 
last  week  below  the  Murdock 
diversion  dam.  We  are  told  that  some 
farmers  in  Draper  needed  the  water. 

Soon  most  of  the  lower  Provo 
River  will  be  dry  because  of  irrigation 
needs. 

Once  again,  a bill  is  being  presented 
to  the  legislature  to  provide  for  the 
use  of  water  for  fishing  and 
recreation.  It  has  been  defeated 
twice.  Let's  see  that  is  is  supported 
and  passed  this  time. 

Drive  up  the  canyon  and  see  the 
kill  for  yourselves.  The  Murdock 
Diversion  Dam  is  by  the  gravel  pit  in 
Provo  Canyon,  about  7 miles  from 
campus.  There  are  still  a few  fish  yet 
to  die  in  the  small  pools  still 
standing.

Just  as  the  bold  economic, 
political  and  social  contributions 
of  Joseph  Smith,  Brigham  Young 
and  other  early  Mormon 
innovators  typically  were  left  out 
of  American  history  books,  so 
have  the  contributions  of 
American  blacks  been  purposely 
or  inadvertently  ignored  in 
American  scholarship. 

Only  recently  has  the  historical 
conspiracy  of  silence  been  broken 
relative  to  the  Negro.  Black 
contributions  have  been 
sufficiently  vast  that  UCLA’s 
African  Studies  Center  offers 
more  than  100  undergraduate  and 
graduate  courses  in  African 
history,  political  science,  law, 
literature,  language,  anthropology 
and  sociology. 

Black  studies  programs  at  over 
55  colleges  and  universities  argue 
against  what  Basil  Davidson  calls 
“the  myth  that  sub-Saharan 
Africa  didn’t  join  the  world  until 
the  white  man  arrived  to  favor  the 
continent  with  the  blessings  of  his 
civilization.” 

Given  the  assumption  that 
achievement  somehow  is  related 
to  opportunity,  blacks  in  America 
have  made  rather  phenomenal 
contributions,  despite  handicaps 
coming  out  of  slavery,  racial 
discrimination  and  systematic 


DEVELOPMENT  DAY 


Funds  For  Expansion

A most  important  story  is  on 
page  one  of  today’s  Universe.  It 
announces  the  upcoming  visit  of 
Secretary  and  Mrs.  George 
Romney  to  our  campus.  For 
many  of  the  BYU 
community  who 
read  this  story, 
this  is  the  only 
thing  they  will 
remember  about 
it. 

A visit  by 
individuals  of  this 
stature  is  import- 
ant to  be  sure. 

However,  the 
story  also 
contains  an 
announcement 
which  brings  to  public  attention 
for  the  first  time  a project  which 
will  have  beneficial  results  for 
BYU  for  many  years  to  come.  The 
project  is,  of  course,  the  first 
annual  BYU  Development  Day, 
named  appropriately  enough 
Development  Day  1970. 

This  is  the  first  Development 
Day  of  what  planners  envision  will 
become  an  annual  affair  geared  to 
aid  in  the  gjowth  and 
development  of  the  BYU 
Endowment  Fund. 

“Endowment  Fund,”  you  ask. 
“I’ve  heard  the  phrase  before  but 
what  exactly  does  it  mean?” 

If  you  are  one  of  those  who  is 
sure  as  to  the  meaning  don’t  feel 
too  badly.  Up  to  four  years  ago  a 
BYU  Endowment  Fund  was 
virtually  non-existent.  Such  is 
certainly  not  the  case  now, 
however,  and  if  Development  Day 
becomes  the  real  product  as 
envisioned  by  its  sponsors,  such 
will  never  be  the  case  again. 

An  Endowment  Fund  is 
essentially  a broad  term  that 
encompasses  gifts  to  the 
University  which  will  bring 
financial  aid  to  it  in  upcoming 


years.  These  come  in  many  and 
varied  forms.  One  such  gift  was 
the  Ironton  plant  recently  given 
BYU  by  United  States  Steel 
Corporation.  Another  was  the 
Reeves  ranch  in  California.  There 
are  many  others  that  could  and 
probably  should' be  cited.  The 
important  thing  to  remember  is 
that  it  need  be  in  cold  hard  cash 
for  it  to  be  effective  and 
meaningful  to  the  University. 


BYU  has  a lot  of  ground  to 
make  up  in  the  next  few  years  if 
we  hope  to  even  rank  in  the  same 
league  as  some  other  nationally 
known  institutions.  Harvard  for 
example,  has  an  Endowment  fund 
of  some  1.3  billion  dollars.  Yale’s 
is  on  the  level  of  half  a billion. 


But  in  four  years  the  BYU 
Endowment  Fund  has  grown  from 
virtually  nothing  to  maintaining 
an  average  of  about  a million 
dollars  a month.  The  goal 
established  by  the  University 
Board  of  I rustees  at  the  inception 
of  the  program  four  years  ago  was 
13  million  dollars  in  five  years. 
With  one  year  left  to  go,  this  goal 
has  been  nearly  doubled  with 
anticipated  growth  of  another  12 
million  dollars  added  to  the  four 
year  total. 


Why  is  this  important?  BYU  as 
a private  institution,  of  course 
receives  no  government  funds  to 
help  offset  operating  expenses.  By 
virtue  of  this  the  University  has 
been  forced  to  rely  almost 
exclusively  upon  the  tithes  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  to  make  up  the 
difference  between  expenses  and 
tuition  and  fees  charges.  No  exact 
figures  are  available,  but  it  is  fair 
to  estimate  that  the  difference  in 
recent  years  has  run  into  the 
many  millions  of  dollars. 

Needless  to  say  this  put  a 
tremendous  burden  on  the 
finances  of  The  Church.  Money 
must  be  spent  here  that  could  be 


spent  with  great  profit  in  other 
Church  related  activities.  For  this 
reason  several  years  ago  the  Board 
of  Trustees  decided  to  try  and 
find  another  source  of  revenue  to 
replace  the  staggering  sum  being 
invested  each  year  in  BYU. 

The  answer  of  course,  came  in 
the  form  of  the  establishment  of 
the  BYU  Endowment  Fund  with 
the  University  Development 
Office,  being  established  to  be 
directly  responsible  for  the 
success  of  the  project. 

As  presently  constituted,  the 
organization  itself  is  divided  into 
two  main  areas.  The  first  is  a 
national  volunteer  group 
composed  of  highly  successful 
businessmen  who  feel  a tie  to 
BYU  either  by  The  Church  or  by 
other  feelings.  This  group  is 
presently  headed  by  the  chairmen 
of  the  board  of  Husky  Oil 
Company,  Mr.  Glen  Nielson. 

The  other  area  is  a professional 
staff  located  here  at  BYU  to  give 
the  whole  operation  continuity 
and  direction.  It  is  presently 
directed  by  David  Haight,  who  is 
an  assistant  to  President  Wilkinson 
and  was  recently  named  an 
Assistant  to  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve. 

The  national  group  is  broken 
into  12  regions  with  each  region 
being  directed  by  a chairman  who 
is  responsible  for  the 
accomplishments  within  his  area. 
He,  of  course,  is  assisted  by 
committeemen  who  are  of  the 
same  high  caliber. 

The  full-time  professional  staff 
is  broken  down  into  seven  areas, 
each  being  supervised  by  a 
director.  These  range  from 
deferred  and  special  gifts  to  life 
insurance  and  foundation  giving. 

BYU  does  have  a great  destiny 
in  this  area.  The  program  on 
Monday  is  a small  step  certainly 
toward  the  accomplishment  of 
this  great  goal,  but  we  feel  it  is  a 
most  important  and  worthwhile 
one. 


exclusion  from  America’s 
educational,  political  and 
economic  institutions. 

While  most  whites  vaguely  are 
aware  of  the  accomplishments  of 
George  Washington  Carver  and 
Booker  T.  Washington,  few  realize 
that  the  first  physician 
successfully  to  perform 
open-heart  surgery  in  America  was 
a Negro,  Dr.  Daniel  Hale  Williams 
(1856-193  1).

Another  black,  Norbert  Rillieux 
(1806-1894),  revolutionized  sugar 
refining  in  America  with  his 
m u 1 1 i p 1 e - effect  vacuum 
evaporator.  The  process  still  is 
used  in  manufacturing  soap, 
gellatin  and  condensed  milk. 
Granville  T.  Woods,  holder  of 
many  U.S.  patents,  developed  the 
induction  telegraph  system  for 
communicating  with  moving 
trains.  And  Jan  Matzeliger 
invented  the  shoe-lasting  machine 
which  led  to  the  growth  of  the 
multi-million  dollar  United  Shoe 
Machinery  Company. 

American  history  texts  until 
recently  often  failed  to 
acknowledge  the  presence  of 
Negroes  in  America,  outside  the 
context  of  slavery  and  the  Civil 
War.  Yet  the  first  American  to 
shed  blood  in  the  American 
Revolution  was  a black  seaman, 
Crispus  Attucks.  Matthew

ill  Although  the  original  purpose  of  the  report  was  to  explore  the  issues 
abortion,  “Who  Shall  Live”  deals  with  numerous  aspects  of  the 
jeat  of  overpopulation. 

It  relates  the  morality  of  contraception,  the  medical  ethics  of  organ 
^ insplants  and  new  definitions  of  death  to  the  quality  of  life,  and 
ii  uches  upon  euthanasia— the  deliberate  act  of  ending  the  life  of  a 
^ fffering  person. 

j Overcrowded  streets,  deteriorated  housing,  highways  jammed  with 
iffic,  diminishing  open  space  and  land  for  recreation-these  are  a few 
4li  the  evidences  of  the  diminishing  quality  of  life  discussed  in  the 
ijoort,  which  have  resulted  in  this  re-evaluation  of  Quaker  morality. 

The  report  concludes  there  is  no  evidence  birth  control  programs  in 
emselves  would  bring  the  birth  rate  into  balance  with  the  death  rate, 
t that  motivation  to  prevent  birth  is  much  higher  after  pregnancy  is 
;ablished. 

Nations  which  permit  abortions  on  request  have  experienced 
pectacular”  reductions  in  birth  rates.  In  Hungary,  for  instance,  the 
mber  of  legal  abortions  exceeds  the  number  of  live  births. 

[The  report  also  discusses  personal  considerations  of  abortion. 

■‘The  28-year-old  mother  of  six,  living  with  her  family  in 
ercrowded  substandard  housing . . . begs  for  an  abortion  because 
i^re  is  no  room  for  another  child  and  she  cannot  take  care  of  it. 

/‘A  1 7-year-old  high  school  student,  the  only  child  of  an  invalid 
!;her  and  a working  mother,  became  hysterical  on  learning  she  was 
5gnant.  T can’t  have  a baby,’  she  cried.  ‘My  father  and  mother  have 
:rificed  so  much  to  give  me  an  education.  I can’t  tell  them.  It  would 
1 them  if  I dropped  out  of  school.’  She  pleaded  for  help.” 

These  are  the  situations  in  which  the  issue  of  abortion  must  be  faced. 
‘The  traditional  attitude  of  Friends  toward  war  and  capital 
nishments  seems  to  imply  an  absolute  standard  against  the  taking  of 
man  life  . . . 

(But)  is  the  embryo  or  fetus  a person?  ...  If  the  chief  concern  is  for 
[ctential  of  the  fetus . . .how  much  (do)  we  value  that  potential(?) 
...  we  believe  the  fetus  has  an  absolute  right  to  live?” 
i|  i5umraing  up  the  dilemma,  “In  the  matter  of  abortion,  the  immediate 
”ncern  for  the  welfare  of  individuals,  the  family  and  society  as  a whole 
ly  conflict  with  what  seems  otherwise  a desirable  absolute  standard. 
‘.  . . How  do  we  decide  which  moral  value  should  have  priority?” 
Concerning  the  other  end  of  the  life  cycle,  the  report  asks,  “Should  a 
t that  has  become  hopeless  and  a burden  to  the  individual  and  his 
nily  be  artificially  prolonged? 

‘Is  the  individual’s  life  sacred  when  his  brain  has  stopped 
nctioning,  when  he  can  no  longer  relate  to  others? 

II  [‘How  do  we  balance  concern  for  the  preservation  of  life  in  the 
( ilicted  individual  and  concern  for  the  quality  of  his  life  and  that  of 
- J family  and  society?” 

The  report  concludes  that  while  contraception  is  preferable  to 
Drtion,  abortion  performed  under  the  proper  conditions  is  preferable 
Ithe  birth  of  an  unwanted  child. 

It  calls  for  removing  all  restrictions  on  abortion,  more  freely  available 
ntraceptives  and  a comprehensive  sex  education  program  with 
iphasis  on  “the  necessity  of  restricting  family  size.” 

The  report  approves  withdrawing  medical  treatment  for  hopelessly

And  it  merely  touches  on  more  reasonable  solutions  to 
3 problem  of  the  unwanted  child  (i.e.,  adoption). 

Although  ignoring  these  and  other  important  considerations,  the 
ok  does  present  thought-provoking  discussion  of  the  moral  issues 
rolved.

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ELECTION  ’VIOLATIONS’ 


Supreme  Court’s  Decision 


The  following  is  a transcript  of 
the  BYU  Supreme  Court’s 
decision,  directive  and 
recommendations  as  presented  to 
the  student  body  Tuesday, 
following  hearings  on  Brian 
Walton’s  appeal  of  his 
disqualifications  as  a write-in 
candidate  for  ASBYU  president. 

The  court’s  decision  was 
delivered  by  Justices  Stephen 
Biesinger  and  Nathan  Coulter. 
Following  their  statements,  a 
directive  on  special  election 
regulations  was  delivered  by  Chief 
Justice  Steve  Gulbrandsen  and  the 
court’s  recommendations  were 
presented  by  Justice  Gary  Pittard. 

Chief  Justice  Gulbrandsen  said 
Wednesday  that  the  court  will  be 
issuing  a more  formal  and 
complete  statement  of  the 
decision. 

“The  unanimous  decision  of  the 
ASBYU  Supreme  Court  in  the 
case  of  Brian  Walton  versus  the 
Election  Committee  is  to  sustain 
the  appeal  made  by  Brian  Walton. 
The  court  finds  Mr.  Walton  not 
guilty  on  all  but  four  violations, 
two  of  which  he  admitted.  He 
thus  remains  as  a valid  candidate 
for  student  body  president. 

“In  considering  the  violations, 
the  following  facts  will  be  of 
interest.  The  court  found  that  in 
two  specific  instances  there  were 
definite  inequities  of  enforcement 
serious  enough  to  nullify  two 
purported  violations. 

“With  regard  to  the  conduct  of 
the  Elections  Committee,  it  is  not 
our  purpose  to  condemn  any 
member  of  this  committee  or 
anyone  who  diligently  serves  in 
student  government.  In  the 
opinion  of  this  court,  the 
discriminatory  enforcement  of 
rules— the  prime  example  being 
the  quad  project  incident  and 
doing  detective  work  on  an 
alleged  violation-indicate  poor 
judgment  on  the  part  of  the 
elections  committee. 

ELECTION  INVALID 

“It  will  be  our  hope  that  the 
Executive  Council  will  take  note 
of  the  serious  problems  that  have 
arisen  and  strive  to  make 
modifications  of  the  rules  that 
would  give  the  Elections 
Committee  the  power  and  ability 
to  enforce  the  rules  equitably. 

“We  also  find  it  unjust  to 
disqualify  any  other  candidate  for 
student  office  on  the  basis  of 
purported  violations.  We  therefore 
declare  invalid  any  election  where 
the  outcome  was  determined  by 
violations. 

“Violations  of  the  rules  and  the 
democratic  process  were  flagrant. 
In  testimony  before  the  court,  it 
was  brought  out  that  in  many 
instances  campaigners  were 
stationed  within  a few  feet  of  the 
voting  booths  and  did  indeed 
influence  the  decision  of  voters. 
The  right  of  secret  ballot  was 
abused  on  many  occasions.  Large 
quantities  of  ballots  were 
entrusted  to  anonymous  students 
without  question  and  with  no  way 
of  determining  what  may  have 
happened  to  those  ballots. 

“The  elections  on  Friday  were 
greatly  affected  by  notice 
improperly  placed  on  the  voting 
tables  advising  that  Brian  Walton 
had  been  disqualified.  Although 
this  notice  was  removed  by  an 


injunction  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
it  had  an  unmeasurable  effect 
upon  the  vote  total.  These  and 
other  violations  are  not  directly 
attributable  to  any  one  candidate 
on  the  grounds  that  a candidate  is 
only  responsible  for  the  actions  of 
an  active  campaigner  as  defined 
by  the  election  rules.  The 
violations  nevertheless  did  occur 
and  have  made  a mockery  of  the 
democratic  process  as  we 
understand  it. 

“In  seeking  equity  and  justice, 
we  cannot  in  good  conscience 
hold  this  election  to  be  valid.  We 
thus  order  a special  election  to  be 
called  for  the  office  of  president. 
On  the  basis  of  inequity  of 


enforcement  as  previously 
discussed,  we  order  that  the 
election  for  the  office  of 
vice-president  of  student  relations 
be  reheld  in  conjunction  with  the 
presidential  elections. 

“We  order  the  ballots  of  last 
Friday’s  election  to  be  destroyed, 
and  the  results  for  the  office  of 
president  are  not  to  be  made 
known  on  the  basis  of  their  gross 
invalidity. 

DIRECTIVE 

“LapeT  cards,  signs, 
door-to-door  solicitations,  radio 
and  newspaper  advertisements, 
on-campus  campaigning  and  every 
other  form  of  campaigning  are 
strictly  prohibited.  Pictures  of  the 


candidates  and  written  platforms 
will  be  available  at  the  voting 
booths. 

“We  appeal  to  each  student  to 
maintain  a Christian  attitude  of 
fair  play  and  to  support  this  order 
by  not  campaigning  himself  and 
by  not  entertaining  any  campaign 
efforts  on  the  part  of  other 
students. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

“It  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Supreme  Court  that  a set  of 
enforceable  rules  should  be 
established  in  governing  future 
student  body  elections.  The  large 
scope  of  jurisdiction  of  this  year’s 
Election  Committee  made  it 
impossible  to  competently  supervise 


the  activities  of  the  vari' 
campaigns. 

“Therefore,  the  scope 
jurisdiction  must  be  narrowe(J 
meet  the  capabilities  of 
Election  Committee,  or 
Elections  Committee  must 
made  competent  to  meet , 
challenge.  Since  no  commij 
could  be  formed  that  would 
competent  enough  to  funcll 
under  the  present  system  of  ru 
it  is  the  opinion  of  this  court  t 
the  present  system  of  rules 
modified  and  or  simplified 
eliminate  the  ambiguities  that; 
result  from  anticipal 
interpretation.”
